Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02,

specification are incorrect on page 1 of Declaration. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is more than 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 30 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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In claim 30 line 12, it is suggested to change " the buffer" to — the buffer subsystem — . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. Claims 36 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 36 line 2, recites the limitation "the respective 2 n classes of service" lack clear 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 44 line 2, recites the limitation "the respective 2 n classes of service" lack clear 
antecedent basis. 

Double Patenting 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude 1 ' granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Voget, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

7. Claims 30-44 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-7 and 9-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,463,068 
Bl . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each 
other because the application's claims 30-44 merely broaden the scope of U.S. Patent No. 
6,463,068 Bl claims 1-7 and 9-16 by eliminating a buffer subsystem for retaining the packets in 
class of service per output queues based on probabilities of discard associated with the X*Y 
classes of service. It has been held that the omission of an element and its function is an obvious 
expedient if the remaining elements perform the same function as before. In re Karlson, 136 
USPQ 184 (CCPA). Also note Ex parte Rainu, 168 USPQ 375 (Bd. App. 1969); omission of a 
reference element whose function is not needed would be obvious to one skill in the art.
